property’ is taken for the ufe ef the public, the 
owner ooght to receive an equivalent in money." , 
Now private property being thus under the protec- 
tion of she law; it will of courfe fallow, (‘that all 
lawful means made ufe of in gaining, acquiring and ', 
difpofing of property ought io be equally under the, 
protection of the law, fuch as private contracts ; 
and any law, which thallialeér the natüte ‘of, fuch 
contracts, or wholly fet: them afide, . is: untonftita- 
tional. This being granted, it will, I shistk, clear- , 
Iv follow, that a certain flature law of this State, 
paffed February 25, 1783, entitled," As AG ìu ad- 
dition t4 an AA, entitlid an AG direcfing and regu-' 
dating the levelling and ferving executions, is uncon" 
ftiturional, and an infringement of the folemn com- 
pad entered into between the Sovereign and fub- 
jet. Itis exprefsly enacted, that neat cattle, beef, 
pork, &c. fhalloe a lawfu! tender on any executi- 
on. Now, can the Reprefentatives of the Freemen: 
of Vermont make that a fatisfaction and diícharge 
of a legally coatracted debt, which the centractors 
themfelves never agreed to? [s it. not ynjuft and 
an un*teafonable ftreteh of the power delegated them 
by their conftituents ? The Conftitution is expref- 
five of the agreement entered into by the fubject 
and the Sovereign, and is the bafis on which all 
laws ought to be founded, The fubje& ought al- 
ways io be obedient to the laws of his country, 
when they are not directly or impliedly in oppofi- 
tion to the Conflitution. But when the power of 
the Legiflator is exprefsly Jimitted in the Confti 
tution, he has na right to fupercede -that’ limira- 
tion. df Legiflators can difpenfe with the Confit 
tution in one cafe they can in another. Tbat law 
~ which obliges A to receive of, B a yoke of oxen in 
difcharge of a hundred Spanith milled dollars, which 
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wight go fili farther and fay, that A fhould receive 
nothing for his Cebt ; it may make that a crime in 
A which at the time of doing was wholly indiffer- 
ent ; it i» making laws to all intents and purpofes 
ex paf facto 5 and, when this is the cafe, all the 
fubject’s tecurity is at an end, and the defign of 
Government is defeated.

How, I fay, can 
they give their affsnt to a law which is productive 
of fuch manifeft injustice ? How can they reconcile 
it to their confciehces and the 6th article of the Bill 
of Rights when itis exprefsly declared, ** That 
Government isor.oüght to be inftitued for the 
common benefit, protection. and fecurity of the 
people, nation or community, and aot fer the par- 
ticular éinolumerit ór advantage of any fingle wan, 
family, or fet of mew, who are a part obly of that 
community"i—Befides the injuftice of this AG, it 
is alfo impolitic, as haying a natural tendency to 
preverit the frea circulation of cafh, which, is. the 
life of commerce‘dnd induftry, ' without which no 
. country can long fabii and flourith-—Aas of this

The laws and conttitations of kingdoms, and the 
improvements of virtue and fcience, make a {mal} 
figure in the annals of empires, when compared with 
the ponderous volumes that cantain the aichicve: 
ments of foldie-s, and the rife and progrefs of war.— 
The works uf drcimides, Secratés, and Plate; the 
Jaws of Salen and other &minent legiflacors, fill but 
‘afew paged in coiparilen of the hittory of the ware 
of Greece and "Rome, It is cuftom that renders the 
mok difagreedble things familiar, makes things dif- 
afifol ar firi, afterwards pieafant; and flamps the 
mot abaadoaed ot all actions with the epithet of 
glory, The glory of war 1s a creature of the ima-

pination s often formed by caprice, mutfe; by poli: 
tj,aad manumitted by public authority ; when yet 
ibis unnatural creature of fancy, initead of promot- 
ing public or private happinefs, is the torment of 
the paffeffor, and the wniverfal bane of foctety.— 
A thief after this glory, and a propenfity for re- 
nown ja martial exploits, have made frouful coun- 
ties a wildernefs, cities defoldtion, and empires 
{anes of flaughter; this unnatural appetite drags 
theparent from his family, che children from their 
puente, renders the widow defolate, the children 
ftther'efs, and the father withoot offspring. Hence 
it becomen glorioss to thirft for blood, an honour to 
foi! our neighbours, and the dignity of men to live 
by rípine.—lt is magnanimity to fall at the com- 
mand of princes; and to return maimed from bate 
tk, though in an unjutt eaufe, is accounted bravery 
inthe loweft individual, By giving falfe names and 
tithets to things, and by frequently repeating them 
M mattérs of the higher importance, they at laft 
lave an impreffion which be&omes a principle of 
Wion in the minds of fuch as do not examine them. 

Hk prefeat war in America feems to have pro- 
(tied from twe general cavfes ; an exceflive defire 
fdominicn in government, and an exceeding great 
etloufy im the people of the colonies, of minifleria: 
eigas againft their natural rights and liberries — 
~it cannot be difputed that the legiflature in 
iat- Britain, aswell as the executive power, by 
toleri ftatutes of parliament, which had all the ap- 
Witances of felfiflhinefs, and domination, gave intii- 
lent ground of jealoufy to the colonies, From the 
tttence of expences and difburfements, laid au: for 
he defen te of dueriea, the government of the mother 
WAtry claimed a right of internal taxation, um- 
nowa to the Engli conftitution, and proceeded to. 
‘tne pow Jaws, whieh in their own mature declared. 
tthe ‘ole right of lepiflation fetnained in the par- 
Wnent of England, In this cafe the fubjedis of the 
Spire in that weiterm part of she world wore con- 
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fi^ered, not as other fübje&s, but as vaffals, under 
abfolute authority, to a legifla.ure in which they had 
none to reprefent them, and who were not ender fuf- 
ficient obligations to pay regard to their interet. 
The late war with France and Spain had added an 
enormous weight of debt to our aite national bur- 
dens, and the peace that was but lately concluded 
had giver us an addition of territory, without mak- 
ing us any richer than we were before, As foon as 

eace gave the nation time to reflect, it was found 
that the Aattering ideas of conqueft could not remove 
the feelings which the preflure of fo many millions 
of debt, had imprefied ox cur national confitution, 
It was expe&ed that our debis would have been lef- 
fenec, ou: taxes reduced, and our burdens lightened 5 
bat the hot fever of war had fo relaxed the folids of 
ihe vooy po'itic, and weakened the whole frame of 
the conĝitution, that the satiin foon after the ratifi- 
cation of the peace, appeared in the fecond ftage of a 
Confumpüon' The eonductors of the lakt ftages of 
the war, whe had only proceeded upon the plan 
which a miniftet the glory of his country had tarm- 
ed before, were obliged ignominioufly to drop it, fer. 
waat of credit and capacity to carry it on; aad ra- 
tified a peace a» inglorious as the war had been fue- 
ceisfui. Though an indifferent peace is preterable 
to even a fucceisful Rate of war, yet when a nation 
is laden with a burden of enormous debt, contracted 
for its cwn defence againf a perverfe enemy, wif- 
dom and political prudence will certainly vindicate a 
nation, in making thei: enemies, when they are in 
their power, pay as much of the debt contracted 
as it is poflible to ob:ain fiom them. The negoci- 


ators of the peace were copfidered by the nation as ` 


men unfriendly to the common intereft, and perfons, 
who, when they were fenfible of their incapacity to 
carry on the war, were determined to conclude a 
peace, with ag much advantage to their own private 
lntereft as poflible, Demands which might have 
protracted a'war, which they neither had genius nor 
credit to carry cn, were induftrioufly avoided, and 
themore mild requifitions of .private douceurs were 
fuppofed to have been adopted. Whether this jea- 
Joufy of.the nation procecded from a fufpicion found. 
ed in diliruft, or from fignatures which implied mo. 
ral certainty, I will nox pretend to derermire ; but 
it was the general opinion of the people at that pe- 
riod, that the Fresch miniltry purchafed the peace, 
and that fome perigas of no fmall diflin&ion in Egg- 
land, received the price thereof, What gave more 
weight to thefe fufpicions of the people on this oc. 


' cafion was, that their favourite minifter, who had

va; and what was till more oppreflive, two weeks 
after the bill now mentioned was paffed,' another 
was preferred to hinder the dillreffed colonies from 
fupplying the demand of money fur their internal 
neceffities with paper bills of credit, and that no 
fuch bills fhould be a legal tender for payment; to 
this was added that fuch paper bills as were pafling in 
cu'rency fhould after a limitted time be called ia 
and funk. This wasan exertion of anthority be- 
yond al] bounds of juftice «nd equity ; for it was 
Ampoffible that the Americans without trade, money, 
ot paper credit, could pay any thing at all, [t was 
indeed affi med that all the money raifed fro the

meat were fairly anaiyfed, it would be found to go a 
gteatiength, and much farther than the writer feeme 
qs intend; for it fuppofes that all the colonies are 
plike in shis refpect, which is contrary to fact, and 
sho that the parliament of England ought to have 
abíolute empire over a people whom they encovrag- 
ad in a trade that makes them fubject to. flavery. Is 
is: very mauifeft thar if thole whom he has confined 
to tae abfolute empire of the Brisith legiflature were 
tocome to England, they could mot be denied a 
Thare in the government of this country, provided 
they had property to qualify them 3 and fuppofe they 
employed thoufands in the fave trade, it would be no 
objection te their fitting ig parliament.—But it is a 
intio be foberly confidered, whether Great-Britain 
ið not as guilty as Virginia in this particular ; for 
sinong all the laws for regalating the trade of the 
eblonies, the Brisith parliament hat wot yet made a 
law sgainft this moft infamous trafic. . [t is no un.

: Tar miniftry at this dme, whatever their iaten- 
tions were, acted very -impolitieally ;— They acted 
with 1 pieat degree of pofiüivanefs, yet wavered in 
puríuing their meafares, They would neither give 
up their plans, nor would they Parfue them wich firm- 
pefs:u-Theie whole defigns were known over all 
America, before ever. they were able tp execute them. 
While our miniftry and parliament were deliberating 
eoncerninp the metheds to petfuc the ftamp act, the 
Jeaders among the’ Americas colonies had time to 
paint it, ib thé moft forinidable point of light, tothe 
lower ranks ef poople, and to kizdlé a flame in their 
tempers agsinfit, that neither the ort hor power of 
the King’s minifters wate afterwards able to quench.— 
Wherever the news of this impolitic and opprefive 
law teathed, it fpread difcontent like a conflagration, 
fidd-blated from one colony to anather, The tem. 
pers ef all the colonies being alike affected, it was 
¢afy,toftir up the fame averfion im them all, againft 
élaw which was again their intere, and had much 
the appearance of opp:efion. One thing with which 
the miniftry then, and fiage have deceived themfelves, 
is, that they were perfuaded that the averfion to this 
law was not univerfal, [t was alledged that only a few 
ef the colonies, and but fome in sach of them, were 
difpofed ta purfue oppofition, or that like the people 
at home, they would raife a little clamour for a fes.
